1 am ao fermenting wtth ideaadlong thia line. thM X felt I juat 
muat paaa them along to you right away. 

I hegan to reflect on the fact that probably the meat o^atmidiag 
reaervoir td knoededge and eaporttae on the laimuagea. cuatoma. 
culture and hlatory any and all parta of the world avidlalile la thia 
country la concentrated right here in Waahiagtoa. particularly In my 
own Agency and the State Department. Other thoaghta and recollectiona 
alao flooded up in thia vein to the eftect that during and ever shace 
World Wmr XI. the Gkivernmei^ haa pulled in mwty haatructore and 
pr<dfeaaora from all over the country. Tbie haa been eecaaloned by 
emergency needa oi the Oovemment. the dielocating effecta of the 
war and tte aftermath on our ediK^attonal eyatem oad the widely 
divergent eelary aealea In the various facets of our society. Govern- 
ment ealarles. even as widely lamented as they are. have nonetheleae 
been competitive wl^h the academic world, thua the chief hunting ground 
for the Goawmment. 

X have gradunlly been increasingly aware of unhat. in my own 
opinion at least, is a kind ei net result ^ this eidire eequence. The 
inducement of pocple away from the teaching prcdeeaion posse the 
constat^ threat d sacrificing ear future for the exigenciee of today 
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wkiU At the eeme time miee«*tittf • eig^ficAi^ a«mb«r <rf pei^U. 

By thie letfer comment, I meea people who went to teeeh, ere gifted 
end prepered to teech, hot he're for one inducement or eaother, 
uauelly money, been tryl;[^ to do ether work to which they ere not 
entirety euecoeeful or completely h^py. Very (dtea the beet ixdereet 
of thene people end the Qovemment would be eerred if they umre beck 
in their trK» niche. 

From time to time I heve been prirtteged to eee people eble to 
reeign their poettione with me In order to go back hdo teecUng or 
to etert tei^Mag which had been e flret love but never idtea^ed. 

Such pef^le with theee etrfiMatg c<mvtctloae, I here elweye been delighted 
to encourage end eiqpport in any mty poeeible. Aleo Irmn time to time, 
it le neceeeery for avKh orgeniccltone ee oare end the State D^ertmem 
to efteet reductione In force. In theee eeperatione of pereimnel, it ie 
normal to eelect out thoee uh^o ere leea ^active then their fellow#. 
Within thie collection ere people ot fine eherecter end eignifleent 
stature in wtrloue flelde ef apecielty, tiheir problem being oidy tbet 
their pereOTttI ettributee never guite eUowed them to adapt eucceesfuUy 
to the eeelgamente in uhtch they found themeelvee. It ie not unueuel 
to fi^ Ph.B. *s end former Instructors In this grovp. 

Vhe cmudueien that my long remblinge arrive at le ebvleue. It 
aeema to me that an immediate In^ortant ftdure mutual gain 
could come from a eyetem uheroby schools might recruit from the 
Government just as Govarmneat has recruiled from schools. It strikes 
me that even If a very email number ef euceeeeful transfers of thie 
sort could be made. It would be uwU worth some effort. 1 have die* 
cussed thie thought this morning with eeverud officials in our Office 
ef Perecmnei. This dlecueeion engendered the sauna eager, hopeful 
eathueiaem that I had generaded within my own thoughts. 

At this particular time our ergaaieation has qidte a eiaable 
number <d pe^le that we are tryia^ to help place eleevdiere because 
of a imcoeeary reduction of empbaete wfthin our oam activities. 1 
ha'm at this pohat been able to exauntne in ausy f^aU thia list of 
people to even know if there would be mae that might be ef interest 
to you.
